“Improved lighting. of highways} 
helps to reduce such accidents.” In 
Michigan reflector buttons were plac- 
ed 100 feet apart and 8 feet from the 
edge of the pavement on 80 miles of 
the road between Lansing and De- 
troit. In the first 3 months of 1938 
there was a reduction of 79 per cent. 
in accidents on this stretch of high- 
way, whereas on a control stretch of 
highway, without such lighting the 
reduction was only 19 per cent. 

The night pedestrian, too, is sus- 
ceptible to accidents. Night pedes- 
trian fatalities in Philadelphia in- 
creased from 56 per cent. of the total 
number of night fatalities in 1935 to 
73 per cent. in 1937. In New Jersey 
in 1936, 67 per cent. of the urban pe- 
destrian fatalities and 83 per cent. of 
the rural pedestrian fatalities hap- 
pened at night. 

If it is necessary to walk at night 
in rural areas the pedestrian should 
carry a light. Even carrying a white 
handkerchief helps. Because a walk- 
ers sees the motor’s headlights does 
not mean that the motorist sees him. 
Bicycle riders are in special danger. 
They should carry rear lights. Drivers

WINTER RHUBARB . 
AND ITS CULTURE 


Many plants have an amazing ca- 
pacity for, storing food and man has 
learned to utilize this natural faculty 
in the growing of winter rhubarb, 
says W. A McKenzie, soil chemist, 
Toronto. Rhubarb roots, usually. of 
the Sutton Seedless or Victoria var- 
iety, grown outdoors, are used for 
the purpose, being taken up in spring 
when two or three years old, and cut 
into sets. Each set consists of a piece 
of the crown bearing a sprout, and 
each root produces five or six sets. 

Now begins the technique which 
must be followed carefully for two 
years before the grower can go to the 
market with his winter product. Pre- 
paration of the ground for growing 
the sets is all-important, for on the 
plant food stored during these two 
seasons will depend largely the pro- 
ductiveness of the sets when taken 
in later and .placed in the dark rhu- 
barb house. 

As for a garden crop, the soil must 


be prepared by cultivation and liberal | 


manuring. The sets ‘are planted in 
rows about 30 inches apart and spac- 


ed from 128 to 24 inches in the row. | 


After ploughing out a furrow, a gen- 
erous amount of fertilizer—say, 1,000 
Ibs. of 5-8-7 per acre—is sown there- 
in, large supplies of available plant 
food being essential. Next, about 
half an inch of earth is drawn over it 
and the sets, laid against the side of 
the furrow, are covered with soil. In 
the second spring more manure and 
a side-dressing of fertilizer are given, 
since success depends on the growth 
of a large, strong root. 

During the two seasons outdoors, 
cultivation for destroying weeds and 
soil moisture is necessary, and no 
stalks should be pulled, all nutriment 
built up in the plant being allowed to 
return to the roots in the fall, enlarg- 
ing and fortifying them against the 
drain when winter growth takes 
place. : 

Late in the second fall the roots are 
ploughed out and left on top of the 
ground. If intended for early winter 
| production, the dirt is shaken off, and 
ithe reots are set high up on top of 
the furrows; if for later production 
the dirt adhering is allowed to re- 
main. The roots must be frozen 
through before removal to the rhy- 
barb house; otherwise, the crop will 
fail, 

Rhubarb houses are usually long, 
low buildings, in proportions similar 
to greenhouses, but kept almost com- 
pletely dark. The winter grower 
wants all the stored food to produce 
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and quick to “snap up” a bargain

In the garden they serve to shade the 
stalks, giving the latter a red color. 
The darkness of the rhubarb house 
discourages leaf growth and creates 
the desired red color in the stalks. 
The house is heated with hot ter 
and usually ventilated at the ends. 
The plants are placed close together, 
and the soil, serving only to conserve 
moisture, is kept damp throughout 
the season. Until ‘the roots have 
thawed, a temperature of 60-70° is 
maintained and then dropped to about 
40°. High temperatures hasten the 
growth but produce thin, poorly col- 
ored stalks. In from six to seven 
weeks pulling may start and continue, 
with good roots, for from six. weeks 
up to two months, depending 
largely on how well the roots were fed 
during their two seasons of outdoor 
preparation. 


ANNUAL FORAGE CROPS 

Oat greenfeed is used more exten- 
sively in central Alberta than any 
other annual forage crop; states G. E. 
DeLong, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, Alberta. It will out- 
| yield other annual hay crops and pro- 
duces forage that is both palatable 
;and nutritious. It is superior to most 
crops in that it will stand quite low 
temperatures without serious frost 
damage. It has the further advant- 
age in that most farmers have their 
own seed, and no special machinery is 
needed to either seed or harvest the 
crop. 

The different millets are not entire- 
ly satisfactory as they are very sus- 
ceptible to frost injury, and the frost 
free season of Central Alberta is not 
long enough to grow such frost tender 


crops satisfactorily. They give bet. | 


ter satisfaction in the southern por- 
tion of the province. 
The use of sweet clover as an an-

Where sufficient moisture is avail- 


| 


duced by mixtures of grasses and le- 
gumes drilled in the stubble in the 
late fall, winter and early spring be- 
fore the frost is out of the ground. 
Brome, crested wheat, alfalfa and 
sweet clover all produce good results 
when seeded in this manner. 

Early maturing varieties of corn 
from northern grown seed are pro- 
ducing increasingly satisfactory 
crops. As a result of improvement 
in corn varieties, the corn belt is 
steadily moving northward. 

Sunflowers are losing ground as a 
forage crop for the reason that corn 
is replacing them as an ensilage crop. 
They are still being grown for ensil- 
age by dairymen near larger cities, as 
they are the safest of the different 
crops suitable for ensilage. 

A mixture of two bushels of oats 
and one bushel] of winter rye per acre 
is the best of the different annual pas- 
ture crops tested at this Station. It

Watch Your Starches 


Much cf our food may be classified as starchy. We could not get 
ulong without a certain amount of the carbohydrate. It is only with 


excess of starch that I attempt to deal here. { 

Common starches are rice, potatoes, bread, and cereals that ard 
marketed under trade names. The admixture of sugar makes the starchy 
foods more tempting. We eat five or six times as much starch as we 
really need. Most any well-set dinner-table has four or five starches) 
when one would be abundant. The well-living housewife sets on her 
table two kinds of bread, always potatoes, maybe lima beans, or baked 
beans, cake, pie with starch crusts, and rice pudding occasionally! If I 
were permitted to hang a motto above tee American dinner-table—one 
that would do good—I would certainly proclaim, “One starch—not 
four.” 

When too much starch is piled into the system, the liver is given 
more than it can do perfectly—and*the liveris the largest gland in the 
body. It transforms all the starch it can; the overplus is deposited 
about the body and we become fat, mushy, flabby in muscle and 
mentality. We are overloaded with ballast. We have all sorts of “liver 
trouble.” To cut down the starch is the only rational way. If we do 
not—then nature makes us sick—and we are compelled to diet in order 
to get well—and nine times out of ten, the offender is starch, taken in 
great excess. 

Excess of starch weakens; makes us susceptible to disease. Watch 
your starches. Use one, not four. We find starches fully as harmful 
as meats, though highly innocent in appearance, ‘

Lawn Care 

Thin lawns badly mixed with weeds 
almost invariably have poor soil. 
Sometimes only a liberal application 
of commercial fertilizer or well rotted 
manure is necessary to restore rich 
greenness. Well fed grasg will usu- 
ally crowd out most weeds though it 
will appreciate some help from the 
’ gardener who does not mind spending 
a few hours with a sharp long. or 
short handled weeder. Such weeding 
should be done when soil is fairly 
moist otherwise whole chunks - of 
grass will come out with each weed. 

When grass is very thin it will also 
be advisable to scratch lightly with 
rake and sow some good seed. At 
the same time holes may be filled up 
gradually with good soil and sown 
with grass.

PROVIDE $200,000 
FOR JASPER ROAD 


One of the big news items of the 
past week was the announcement by 
the provincial public works depart- 
ment that $200,000 will be spent this 
year in improving the Jasper high- 
way. | 

Of this amount $50,000 will be pro- 
vided by the dominion government 
and $150,000 by the province. 

The program includes recondition- 
ing of the highway for a considerable 
distance west of Edson while east 
of that town reconstruction opera- 
tions will be undertaken over consid- 
erable stretches. Some contracts 
have been awarded already, in order 
to expedite “blotter” surfacing on this 
route during the present season. 

Heavy tourist traffic to Jasper and 
and other parks this season should re- 


| sult from these highway improve- 


ments, it is believed by officials of the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

For some years the A.M.A. has con- 
ducted a vigorous campaign for hard 
surfacing of highways, pointing out 
that this is essential if Alberta is to 
win its proper place among the prov- 
inces bidding for tourist trade. 

In eastern Canada huge expeditures 
are being made to improve highways 
for tourist traffic purposes. In Qué- 
bec, for example, the vote for high- 
way construction amounts to $18,000,- 
000, indicating the trend in the east 
to meet the needs of the times from 
the tourist industry aspect.
